U. 9. TAX REVISION 
10 AID RECOVERY 


Existing System Ham- 
pers Prosperity by Chok- 
ing Investment Chan- 
nels, Institute Declares. 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—(#) 
The Brookings Institution recom- 
mended today that the federal tax 
system be drastically overhauled, 
because, it said, existing Ievies 
were choking the flow of private 
funds into investment channels. 

The institution, a private re- 
search organization, suggested, 
among other things, abolition of 
the tax on intercorporate divi- 
dends, substantial reduction. of 
surtax rates on incomes in the 
higher brackets, abolition of the 
tax on undistributed profits, elim- 
ination of the normal income tax 
on corporate dividends, and dis- 
regard of capital gains and losses 
in computing taxes on corporation 
income. 

The conclusions were contained 
in a report prepared for the in- 
stitution by Dr. James D. Magee, 
of New York University. 

“In the development of the 
present tax system,” Dr. Magee 
said, “emphasis has been placed 
on such matters as ease of collec- 
tion, equitable distribution of the 
tax burden, redistribution of na- 
tional income, and the promotion 
of other economic and social ob- 
jectives, and little heed has been 
paid to the effect on investment 


yend capital formation. As a.re~ 


sult, the nation is now confront- 
ed with a situation where a clear- 
cut choice must be made, namely, 
to continue the present tax sys- 
tem, which arrests the flow of 
funds into new capital enterprises, 
or to modify the system in the in- 
terest of industrial expansion, 
greater employment, and higher 
standards of living.” 

The view that stimulating the 
flow of private capital into pro- 


| ductive enterprise is the primary 
'problem of recovery was express- 


ed by Secretary of Commerce 
Hopkins tonight in a message read 
on a broadcast (NBC) program 
arranged by the United States 
World’s Fair Commission. 

“The risk of investment funds— 
and willingness of businessmen to 
enter new fields has been the fac- 
tor which has supported a rising 
national income, increased our na- 
tional wealth and provided jobs 
in the past,” Hopkins said.

Potent New Sex Hormone 
Helps Men’s Mental Vigor 


Synthetic Product Doesn’t Restore Youth, But Restores 
Success in Work and Combats Fatigue 
and Depression: 
CHICAGO, April 23.—(4)—Doctors have more evidence today that 
a new male sex hormone helps men keep their physical. and mental 


vigor, restoring not youth but success in work. ‘ 
Notable benefits from this drug? 


were described in the Journal of 
the American Medical Association 
by Dr. August A. Werner, assist- 
ant professor of internal medicine 
at St. Louis University. 

The hormone, testosterone pro- 
pionate, a synthetic product, was 
discovered by a Swiss chemist 
about three years ago. 

Animal experiments showed it 
was about 50 times more potent 
than the only other known male 
hormone, androsterone, the sup- 
ply of which was limited and ex- 
pensive since it was obtained from 
men. 

Dr. Werner reported new cases 
in which the synthetic male hor- 
mone “relieved the subjective 
symptoms” which often interfere 
with business and other normal 
activities. 

Chief among these symptoms 
were “intense subjective nervous- 
ness, definite emotional instabil- 
ity characterized by irritability, 
sudden changes in mood, decreas- 
ed memory and ability for men- 
tal concentration, decreased inter-

The railroad, stretching from the 
coal fields of Kattowitz to the 
harbor .of Gdynia on the Baltic, is 
290 miles long, double-tracked and 
has 23 new railroad stations built 
with $75,450,000 in funds provid- 
ed by French capitalists. 

The railroad is the first mak- 
ing possible traffic from southern 
and central Poland to the Polish 
harbor of Gdynia, built in antici- 
pation of the eventuality of losing 
the Free City of Danzig, without 
passing through Danzig.

The World for $1,785 


An around-the-world-flight, only last year 
a thing of high adventure, within a. few months 
will be a prosaic matter of $1,785—if that much 
money can be termed prosaic—and 14 days. 
Thus does the world shrink at an accelerating 
pace. Next year, with stopovers eliminated, it 
may well be 10 days, or eight days. One ticket 
will do the whole trick, while even today it 
takes approximately a yard of tickets to go 
from one end of the United States to the other 
by rail, bus or water. 

The new services will present many com- 
plications, however, which today do not exist 
in the shuttling back and forth of steamships 
across the seven seas, just as did the coming 
of speedier ocean navigation present new prob- 
lems to the peoples of 50 years ago. 

There are the matters of disease control, 
serious when one considers that a germ picked 
up in India and incubated in a piece of luggage 
can be brought into the United States within 
a week. New procedures of admission will Be 
required to meet conditions of this type. Amer- 
ican authorities, and authorities over the world, 
will have to know conditions in the far-flung 
corners of the earth to meet these new prob- 
lems. 

There will be rivalries between services to 
provide greater speeds and greater comforts for 
the traveler in the skies. There will be, in time, 
less emphasis on the great speed and size of 
ocean liners, with more thought of economy 
and pleasure. An uneconomic indulgence in 
national pride will have met its David in the 
grey sky ships. There will be international 
jealousies—even greater than those of today— 


which will both speed and hamper the great 
international air lines. For example, Great 


Britain today cannot complete a ’round the 
world link because of the refusal of the United 
States to permit landings at Hawaii, an essen- 
tial link in the stepping stone chain across the 
Pacific to the Orient and to Australia. The 
reason is simple. Permission to Great Britain 
will necessitate similar permission to Japan in 
an area essential to defense against Japan in 
the unlikely event of a trans-Pacific war. Thus 
is service to mankind strait-jacketed by the 
jealousies and the fears of mankind. 

But there is hope that faster and less ex- 
pensive communications between peoples will 
remove some of the misunderstandings that to- 
day have hurled the world into virtual chaos. 
The initial around-the-world price of $1,785 is 
only the first step. 


The Right to Privacy 


Colonel] Charles Lindbergh has returned to 
the United States to assist this country in the 
development of aircraft that will guarantee 
the protection of its shores. He has done this 
at a sacrifice to his personal feelings. He con- 
siders it an unalienable right that he be per- 
mitted to pursue a normal existence without 
the constant fanfare of the limelight. 

To a certain extent it is impossible for the 
colonel to live as do less well-known and ad- 
mired figures. It is one of the penalties of 
fame that those who acquire it become the 


center of public attention. But there is a limit . 


to the decency of this attention, and beyond 
that limit Americans have too often trespassed. 
While Americans may not understand a large 
measure of the attitude of Lindbergh, it is 
something which should be respected. 


The “Lone Eagle” has had more than his: 


share of public interference with his personal 
affairs. He has known an unequaled public 
adulation. He has known horror such as comes 
to few fathers. He left this country because 
he could not find peace, because yellow jour- 
nalism sought him out for the mud that only 
yellow, puny men know how to throw. 

He has now returned to this country, to 
public service of invaluable concept. So that 
it becomes the duty of every citizen of. the 
United States to demand that he be given the 
privacy Re so ardently and single-mindedly 
seeks. The immediate cause of his departure 
from these shores was a stolen newspicture of 
his son, obtained at the cost of a severe shock 
to that youngster and to his family. Yet hard- 
ly had the ship bringing him to this country 
docked before a photographer of the same serv- 
ice again “stole” a picture of the colonel in the 
privacy of his stateroom. This was utterly repre- 
heisible, and so transgressed the bound of de- 
cency that it should draw the strongest condem- 
nation of every decent citizen. If the photog- 
rapher and his newspaper pandered to morbid 


newspapers have a higher duty. But it is diffi- 
cult to believe the public would condone this ac- 
tion, despite its curiosity, and the exhibition 
becomes all the more disgusting. 

In a more disciplined country it would be 
possible for the colonel to live as he wishes. 
But he belongs to the United States, has every 
right. to live in this country as he wishes and 
without intrusion of the public gaze. 


Armory Essential 


The 122d Regiment of the National Guard, 
with headquarters in Atlanta for many years, 
must be provided with a new armory. The 
present quarters are ‘not only dilapidated and 
‘a disgrace, but a constant fire hazard. A sorry 
place for an organization of such calibre, with 
half a million dollars worth of military equip- 
ment, to have to call home. 


Furthermore, the War Department in Wash- 
ington has served what aniounts to an ulti- 
matum upon the city to provide satisfactory 
plans for new quarters within 30 days. Other- 
wise, it will be forced to remove this important 
military unit to some other city. 

It is proposed that a new armory be erected 
on Warren place, near the auditorium, on prop- 
erty owned by the city. A PWA appropriation 
will be sought and, no doubt, acquired, toward 
the construction of the building, provided the 
local authorities can be prevailed upon to ap- 
propriate the necessary amount for materials. 

Fulton county has already appropriated 
$25,000 for the purpose. The city of Atlanta 
should promptly match this amount, in fact, 
raise it to $35,000. 

The people of Atlanta have no intention of 
permitting the headquarters of the 122d Regi- 
ment to be removed from Atlanta to a less de- 
sirable location. It has too long been regarded 
as a local institution to even give second 
thought to such a proposal. The city needs the 


benefits from the standpoint of services, as 


well as commercially, and surely will take the 
necessary steps promptly to assure adequate fa- 
cilities for housing and retaining this highly 
desirable unit of the National Guard in Atlanta. 


Good Pharmacy 


It would avail the doctor very little properly 
to diagnose the case if the remedy he pre- 
scribed was bungled by ignorance and inef- 
ficiency at the drug counter. Accurate dispens- 
ing of medicine, as directed by the physician, 
is a responsibility scarcely less important than 
properly writing the prescription. 

The art of prescribing and mixing drugs for 
the cure of human affliction is older probably 
than recorded history. A record of an early 
“prescription” is to be found on a stone tablet 
in the British Museum. It is dated 3700 B. C. 
It is a remedy for that ancient and modern 
nuisance, the head cold! 


Although the term druggist and pharmacist 
are practically synonymous to the layman, they 
were riot derived from the same source. The 
word pharmacy was taken from the Greek word 
“pharmakon,” while the term druggist was de- 
rived from the Teuton “drogue.” The former 
source meant “to mix,” the latter meant a dry 
herb. 

Down through the ages man recorded, for 
the benefit of posterity, the latest drugs for the 
treatment of disease. A dependable and use- 
ful drug, ephedra, given to modern usage only 
some 20 years, has been used by the Chinese 
people for centuries. 

The modern pharmacist or druggist must 
be prepared to assume the important role as- 
signed ta him in the science of medicine. The 
work is intricate. It calls for special training, 
adeptness and skill. °As an indication of the 
broad sphere of pharmaceutical work, there are 
some 200 synthetic drugs, of proven value, to 
say nothing of the innumerable plant and min- 
eral elements and their combinations. 

He must be prepared technically and by in- 
clination to work co-operatively with ‘the phy- 
Sician, the dentist, the nurse, as well as the 
health officer. In fact no profession relating 
to the welfare of modern life is of greater im- 
portance than pharmacy. It should be kept, 
always, at the present high standard of ex- 
cellence.

AS TO JUSTICE IN THE SOUTH 


(From The Watertown Daily Times.) 

If anyone in the north has a remote idea that 
the south justifies or condones lynching let that 
person scan the editorial pages of southern papers 
during the last few days. The Miami (Fla.) 
Herald becomes violent over the fact that Miles 
W. Brown,. white, who was convicfed recently of 
killing a former employer, was shot to death after 
being taken from the jail at Panama City, Fla., 
by a band of masked men. There is nothing re- 
maining to be said in way of condemnatory 
language. 

Likewise the Greensbro (N. C.) Daily News 
becomes equally violent because a prison guard 
who “thought” a negro was an escaped convict 
shot him to death. The News is particulagly bitter 
because the coroner’s inquest was held and the 
prison guard exonerated. Four men who were 
prison guards, “and we take it not in distinguish- 
ing uniform, and a pack of baying dogs came upon 
a negro in the dark of the night. The negro ran, 
as just about anybody else scared out of his wits 
would have done, was fired on because an offi- 
cial ‘thought’ he was an escaped convict; and a 
coroner in whom is invested responsibility for 
fixing the cause of death holds that in so assum- 
ing and so firing the quick-triggered guard was 
and is blameless.” And the Greensboro News con- 
tinues: “Citizens of North Carolina in general 
may hope and trust that no petty officer thinks 
them escaped convicts and backs up his ‘thought’ 
with gunfire.” 

Newspapers and civic organizations generally 
throughout the south are condemning this law- 
lessness as represented by lynching. The courts 
and defense attorneys seem to be feeling keenly 
their responsibility in defending to the utmost 
negroes as well as whites when they are charged 
with crime. Some defense attorneys in the south 
today set forth with emphasis their particular in- 
terest in seeing negroes get justice because stand- 
ing alone they are so nitifuly helnless.

WARNING TO. ISOLATIONISTS WASHINGTON, April 22.— 
Isolationists should consider 


the situation in Spain, before they too blandly dismiss the Presi- 
dent’s thesis that this country has a direct interest in European 
affairs. They might well begin by studying the verbose, highly 
imperialistic National party platform officially promulgated by the 
now triumphant General Franco. They ought to read the planks 
relating to South America with especial care. 

“We aim,” says the frankest of these planks, “at unification in 
culture, economic interests and power—with the nations of Hispanic 
America.” 

To be sure, there is a deal of blather and bluster in the Franco 
platform, as in all such political documents. Without some sort of 
military and financial backing, Franco’s Spain is not likely to exert 
much influence beyond her,own borders. Yet Spain, by language, 
blood and historical association, is the cultural mother country of 
all South American nations but Brazil. Reinforced by Germany 
and Italy, serving in fact'as their front, Spain is the ideal base for 
Fascist penetration of our hemisphere. And even the strictest iso- 
lationists admit that the Monroe doctrine must be maintained, and 
the western hemisphere’s independence preserved at all costs. 


SAD DISAPPOINTMENT Meanwhile it is increasingly clear 

ages! that those who viewed the Spanish 
struggle with indifference or active sympathy for Franco were guilty 
of a serious miscalculation. Leaving out important religious and 
internal political considerations, there’ was always one brutally prac- 
tical question involved.

“Seated in comfortable mov- 
ing sound-chairs, visitors to High- 
ways and Horizons will enjoy a 
thrilling scenic ride through what 
seems to be many miles of land- 
scape. Past them streams of real- 
istic miniature countryside, with 
cities and towns, rivers and lakes, 
valleys and mountains, forests and 
fertile fields executed in perfect 
detail. Through this landscape run 
super-highways of the future, 
busy with moving traffic and 
complete with traffic control tow- 
ers, safety intersections and auto- 
matic lighting. A synchronized 
sound system, probably the most 
ingenious ever devised, brings the 
voice of a private guide into each 
chair to describe each fresh scene, 
and reveal the part highways can 
play in America of tomorrow.” 

Wouldn’t you like to see that? I 
would. Particularly in a “comfort- 
able moving sound-chair.”

I don’t know. I hold no brief for Huey. To my mind he was 
the greatest menace this country has known in politics in two or 
three decades. The odds are he would have been proud of the lit- 
erary development.

And he’d have fired 
Robert Penn Warren if he hadn’t published them. Robert Penn 
Warren would not have published them. So, probably there 
wouldn’t have been any Review or literary group after all. The 
first Review came off the presses but a short time before a political 
enemy killed Huey Long. The editors wonder after if he saw it. 

Well, anyhow. That isn’t important. What is important is that 
Robert Penn Warren founded the finest literary Review in America. 


PALE HORSE. PALE RIDER What started all this wondering 


about Huey, was a visit to our 
town on last Saturday by Katherine Anne Porter. She is better 
known in Mexico City, the capitals of Central and South America 
and in Paris than in Atlanta. Her new book is “Pale Horse, Pale 
Rider.” It is a collection of three short novels and the book takes 
its name from the third. 

She is a very fine person to know and I suspect a book about 
Katherine Anne Porter would be a very interesting book. Some day 
someone who knows her well will write it. . 

She was in Mexico City for about ten years. She knew Miguel 
Covarrubias when he was a kid of 17, doing caricatures of his 
friends at the table. She knew Diego Rivera when the great mural- 
ist was unknown. In fact, she was the first person to come back 
to America with their stories and their work, showing them to the 
galleries in New York. She recalls that one of the directors looked 
at Rivera’s drawings of Indians and said: eres 

“This fellow can’t draw. Look, he has made all those Indians 
noses look just alike.” 

They do. The critics learned that later. 

She was there through three revolutions and had some 30 friends 
stood up against cemetery walls and killed by firing squads. She 
wrote a story from there which earned her a Gugenheim fellowship 
and she was off to Paris. “Flowering Judas” followed and earned 
another fellowship. 

“Pale Horse, Pale Rider” has had a good press and ought to sell 
well. It has a fine style. In fact, her style is regarded by critics 
as probably the best in America. 

Well, anyhow, that’s what started us talking about the late Huey. 
Katherine Porter now is Mrs. Albert Erskine Jr., he being business 
manager of the Southern Review. ‘She married him and the L. S. U. 
group was augmented by a fine writer. Cleanth Brooks was there 
when Robert Penn Warren (his recent book is “Night Rider’) came 
to L. S. U. to teach English. Brooks is, with Warren, one of the man- 
aging editors.

As their scheme un- 
folds, it becomes ever more clear that each move is part of a 
shrewdly-conceived plan of conquest that was perfected before it 
began. 

“The alliance with Japan will keep Russia busy in the East and 
force America to keep a great fleet in the Pacific. 3 7 

Mussolini took Ethiopia, thus making sure that England could 
not approach his African territory from the rear. He planted long- 
range guns on the African coast opposite England’s Gibralter. He 
denounced the Jews and courted the Arabs to turn all Islam against 
England, and make more difficult the defense of the Suez canal— 
England’s vital route to India. He built new fortifications that make

The perfection that Josiah 
Wedgwood achieved in his pot- 
tery is doubly remarkable when 
you consider that, at the time that 
he started his pottery, the majority 
of homes used wood or pewter 
utensils and the common oblong 
trencher, which preceded the 
plate, was still in use. Before 
Wedgwood’s time, there were pot- 
teries in his neighborhood in Eng- 
land—in fact he was apprenticed 
to one at the age of nine—but 
their wares had not yet developed 
to any high degree of refinement. 
The wealthy used Oriental china 
which inspired a great deal of 
Wedgwood’s work. 

Despite bad health and event- 
ually the loss of a leg, Wedgwood 
was an amazingly active man. Not 
only was ye responsible for the 

beautiful designs and 
very high quality of ware, but he 
invented innumerable new tools 
and methods of manufacture. Then 
he personally had to teach his 
men to work in the new ways. 
For up to this time, only the most 
primitive working methods were 
known. Wedgwood also invented 
types of dishes and bowls—soup 
bowls and salt cellars, berry 
dishes, covered dishes, pickle 
dishes, egg cups and many, many 
others in addition to the regular 
pieces of a set. 

He’d have guaranteed his name 
and fame with posterity if he’d 
just confined his efforts to per- 
fecting the quality of English pot- 
tery, developing methods of man- 
ufacture and new types of dishes. 
But he didn’t stop there.

c Designs. 

His designs are, in the final 
count, probably his greatest con- 
tribution. Inspired by Etruscan 
relics as well as by china from 
the Orient, he went ahead and 


evolved patterns that were equally 
distinctive in their own right. His 
most important pieces, perhaps, 
were the embossed designs of 
white on a jasper base of pale 
blue, pale green or pale lavender 
—the motifs are decidedly in the 
classic tradition. But he was very 
versatile . . . he used delicately 
realistic vine and floral sprays 
painted on bodies with embossed 
borders. A popular motif was the 
ivy leaf—this was suggested, no 
doubt, by the ivy that grew so 
profusely over a building his plant 
occupied known as “Ivy House.’ 
But look up the subject of 
Wedgwood some day when you're 
at the library and you'll find 
yourself engrossed with the fas- 
cinating story of this energetic and 
talented potter. The more so be- 
cause his factory is in operation 
to this day, continuing his tradi- 
tion of fine pottery.

Luncheon—A small glass of to- 
mato juice.

Two cups of low 
calorie vegetables. A lettuce and 
tomato salad with a non-fatten- 
ing salad dressing made of min- 
eral oil or lemon juice. A cup 
of tea. 

Dinner—A clear soup. Four 
ounces of meat or fish. Two cups 
of low starch vegetables, a plain 
salad, fruit for dessert, and clear 
coffee.

May Prevent Deajness

The Eustachian tubes are canals 
about 1% inches long connecting 
the pharynx or throat back of the 
nasal cavity with the tympanic or 
middle ear cavity—the part of the 
ear containing the famous ham- 
mer, anvil and stirrup just inside 
the eardrum. 

The function of this tube is to 
ventilate the ear cavity, and keep 
the air pressure within the ear the 
same as the external air pressure. 
If the pressure within the car were 
different from that outside the vi- 
brations of the tympanum or ear- 
drum and the transmission of 
sound would be affected. 

The opening of the Eustachian 
tube into the pharynx, up behind 
the rear margin of the soft palate 
and out of sight except by reflec- 
tion by pharyngeal mirror, is nor- 
mally closed and is not affected by 
ordinary breathing. It is opened 
reflexly when®* one swallows, 
yawns or sneezes. 

The peculiar sensation experi- 
enced on ascending to an unusual 
altitude, either by flying, driving 
or by train, is due to rarefaction 
of the air with lowering of exter-

In Hollywood 
Is Bob Hope

HOLLYWOOD, April 23.—Bob 
Hope. ... His own best audience. 
When he says something funny— 
which is all the time—he laughs 
and gloats, “Wonderful gag—eh?” 
.. » He is.34 years old, married— 
no children—describes his wife as 
“a female Bing Crosby”—is 
grooming her for a place on his 
radio program a la Jack Benny 
and Mary Livingstone. 


Born in London, England. ... 


Came to this country with his par- 
ents at the age of 4—lived in 
Cleveland, Ohio, where he sang in 
a choir. . .. He is superstitious. 
... A knocker.on wood. ... And 
very thrifty—he saves 25 per cent

within the ear cavity remains at 
about the same pressure it was be- 
fore the ascent. Instinctively the 
sensation induces the act of swal- 
lowing or perhaps yawning, which 
opens the Eustachian tube and 
permits the air pressure in the ear 
to become equalized with the ex- 
ternal air pressure, and the dis- 
comfort ceases. 


In various forms of acute and 
chronic rhinitis or inflammation in 
nose and throat the Eustachian 
tubes may be partly occluded so 
that ventilation is interfered with 
and more or less deafness occurs. 
Sometimes this is best corrected 
(in the absence of acute infection) 
by inflating the Eustachian tubes 
either indirectly or directly. Direct 
inflation is done by the physician 
through a catheter inserted in the 
orifice of the tube; indirect infla- 
tion may be accomplished by a 
simpler maneuver which should 
be done only under the physician's 
direction. 


Close to the orifice of the Eusta- 
chian tube in the pharynx is a 
small mass of lymphoid tissue, of 
the same character as the tissue 
composing the tonsils and the 
pharyngeal tonsil of adenoid body. 
Thickening or chronic inflamma- 
tion of this tube tonsil, as it is 
called, is a common cause of deaf- 
ness in children, from partial ob- 
struction of the tube. Drs. Crowe 
and Baylor consider this the most 
common type of middle ear deaf- 
ness*in adults—or rather this con- 
dition, in children between the 
ages of five and fifteen years, most 
commonly leads to such deafness 
in adults. They found that small 
doses of X-ray or radium or both, 
given to children having thicken- 
ing of the tube tonsil, prevent such 
deafness in most cases. 


It is becoming the practice in 
well administered schools to ex- 
amine all children in the primary 
grades once a year for this and 
similar causes of deafness, and to 
give children with enlarged tube 
tonsils a few X-ray or radium 
treatments. 


Early manifestations of the con- 
dition are retraction of the. ear- 
drum and impairment of hearing 
for the high tones with good hear-
